How Coal Wa« Flmt Nntned. 
Curiously, the word coal was In use 
long before as well as long after the 
commencement of the coal trade, with 
a meaning quite different ihrom that 
which It now has. The term originally 
belonged to wood fuiel and was applied 
in particular to wood which liad been 
charre<l, or what is now called char- 
coal. 

When the trade in mineral coal be- 
gan, this was usually distinguished by 

the singuhir agHie of sea coal. It 
would seem that from ha\lng been 
gathered in early times on the sea 
shore, more especially of ^'orthumber- 
land, along with seaweed and other 
wreckage cast tip by the w^res, this 
peculiar substance ^as supilMsed to be 
of marine origin. From this circum- 
stance and its reseml)lance to wood 
coal in color and burning properties it 
obtained tlie name of sea coal, by 
which it was so long and so widely 
knowtu Then la the course of time, 
as the new fuel gained upon and su- 
perseded the old, the simple name of 
coal became universally uausferred 
to it
